Spreads in Britain

London, April 2S (Canadian 
Press cable)—The rapid spread of 
sleeping sipknese in Great Britain 
is causing considerable alarm.

Wheeling. W.Ya.. April 28.— More Ilian 100 miners were en¬ 
tombed by an explosion in the Benwood Mill Mine of the Wheel¬ 
ing Steel Corporation at Benwood, near here, a few minutes after 
they went to work this morning. All entries of the mine were 
blocked by rock ami dirt. Four hours after the blast came volun¬ 
teer rescuer*, hurriedly assembled, had been unable lo gain en¬ 
trance to the underground passageways. 

Little hope was felt for the trapped miners, for the mine was 
on fire and choked with deadly fumes. 

At the time it was reported 125 men had gone to work and 
that none had escaped. The Slate Bureau of Mines at Charleston, 
however, announced that ita report showed only 107 men entombed. 

Mot * than 200 worker* from nearby 
min** rushed to Kenwood when word 
of the disaster spread. Their flrat 
attempt «u to Hear the entries ao 
the rrscuor* could get In.

grant* from British countries who had fol¬ 
lowed In the wake of conquest, certainly to push 
the commerce of their empire, hut mainly to 
make themselves fortunes in the easiest, quick¬ 
est way. snd among whom a considerable num¬ 
ber were the failures qf London. Boston and 
New York. (These latter, then, of course. Bri¬ 
tish cities.) 

it is a tragic story, that of General Murray’s 
regime. The British Government had. after 
lengthy debate and much hesitation, decided lo 
keep Canada, und, when faced with the prob¬ 
lem of Government, had decided that the easiest 
as well as the inns*, righteous thing to do wag 
to disturb the French-Canadian as little as pos¬ 
sible. Murray, who had commanded a brigade 
under Wolfe at the taking of Qiiebec, W’n* ap¬ 
pointed Governor as knowing the people and 
having had experience In ruling them until the 
end of hostilities. 1769-1783. In the mariner of 
most of the soldier conquerors, he wa* more 
inclined to admire Ihe French-Canadian con¬ 
quered than was the civil imputation, who Im¬ 
mediately swooped In to devour the spoils. A 
gentleman, chivalrous and determined, he In¬ 
tended lo see that the-French-Canadians re¬ 
ceived fair play. 

The Montreal British Immigrant merchsnts 
were most factious. Mere handful as they 
were, they demanded an elected assembly com- 
•posed of Protestant British only. They were 
anxious to exclude the French-Canadlana even 
from the Juries/ The Imperial Government was 
not yet ready, however, to abandon Its new 
subjects to the tender mercies of these people

Impossible position, lie wns expected to 
placate and protect the French-Canadlana and 
ut the same time foster this British colonisation. 
Most of this came from the New England col¬ 
onies. and objectionable people many of them 
seem to have been. Moreover th* Mritl*b offl- 
clAla with whom Murray was* to do all this 
were appointed In England and. to a large ex¬ 
tend. were preposterous persons, down-and- 
outs, iK-rapegruces, place-hunters of i»ecuHarly 
odious type. Murray's situutlon was well-nigh 
Intolerable, and the British Government lmd 
not yet leurned to attach sufficient Importance 
to Canada to pay much attention to what Its 
Governor might say, particularly if that Gover¬ 
nor had slight political Influence at home. When 
these vociferous fortune-hunters became Impor¬ 
tunate at Westminster the Government, unwill¬ 
ing to study the situation thoroughly, sscrlflccd 
Murray. 

Tho Government could not, however, change 
Murray's policy of discounting the noisy, dom¬ 
ineering. Puritan element In Canada, and pro¬ 
tecting the French-Canadians from them us far 
as possible. Sir Guy Carleton carried on his 
administration with the same Idea, but more 
euccesofullY. He bad stronger political (backing 
in England. Murray’s regime had been the ex¬ 
perimental one, and Carleton reaped the results 
of his suffering. Moreover, ihe Government pro¬ 
gressively attached more importance to tho 
French-Canadians and their feelings as the 
British Colonies to the south grew more and 
more rebellious. 

Thus the tlrst experimental years of govern¬ 
ment in Canada broke a fine, high-spirited sol¬ 
dier through his senj* iyeUCB.ABO. fair-play.
